of the organization, embracing near- 
ly all of Missouri, the southern 
halves of Illinois and Indiana and 
the western portion of Kentucky.

The Mississippi Valley Associa- 
tion is in the category of “infant 
prodigies.”” It was conceived at a 
‘meeting of valley 
Orleans in January, was formally 
organized in Chicago in April and in 
the few months following has been 
so self-assertive as noticeably to dis- 
turb that placid keeper of the na- 
tion's riches, New York. 


ter of the nation, from the domin- 
ance of ‘New York, which in the 
past has pocketed most of the prof- 
its on everything the valley has pro- 
duced because the valley has sent 
its production on to New York for 
export or for manufacture and re- 
turn to itself. 
Declares Independence. 

The association enunciated a de- 
claration of independence from New 
York at its Chicago meeting. It 
now is translating its words into ac- 
tion. It obtained from the Rail- 
road Administration a revision of 
export rates which in the past vir- 
tually have compelled shippers to 
seek New York as a port of egress. 
The revision made. it possible for 
valley manufacturers to reach south- 
ern seaboard as cheaply as eastern, 
thus smoothing the valley’s natural 
traffic highway, which is north and 
south, instead of east and west. 

The association next obtained the 
assignment by the Shipping Board of 
sufficient ships from Southern ports, 
New Orleans and Mobile. to carry 
forward anything the valley might 
send over its new route. 

It next undertook to see that there 
are godds to be shipped on the new 
route on the ships that are to open 
yew territory in South America and 

Sirope and Asia for St. Louis an 
Chicago and the Twin Cities and 
Omaha and the other cities of the 
valley. It is campaigning among 
the manufacturers of the valley, urg- 
ing them to take advantage of the 
Webb law. which permits them to 
combine for export manufacture in 
the ways they are forbidden to com- 
bine for domestic manufacture. Un- 
der the Webb law, manufacturers of 
plows, who must be strictly com- 
vetitive in selling plows in North 
Dakota, can pool their resources to 
make plows so cheaply for the Ar- 
gentine that no competitor of any 
other nation will undersell them. The 
association has brought about the 
meeting of manufacturers of a doz- 
en commodities, explained the Webb 
law ‘to them and has started them 
on the way to incorporation.

The Profit on Coal 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
The editorial that appeared 


Sharing for the Consumer,” drew a de- 


duction that there was a 375 per cent 


profit on coal, which was split between 
the wholesaler and retailer. This deduc- 
tion is about as correct as could be ex- 
pected from the comparison of unrelated 
facts. The following facts seem to be 
worth while noting, which will modify 
this deduction a trifle. 

The average cost price of $1.745 per 
ton represented the cost in th ifth 
and Ninth District during the r of 
1918 on mine run or raw coal. (This com- 
prises what is known as the Standard 
District). The price of $6.50 per ton for 
coal delivered in retail in St. Louis is the 
price asked by some dealers at the pres- 
ent time for Franklin County domestic 
size coal, which is the highest grade coal 
produced in the State of Illinois, and 
comes from an entirely different district, 
from that upon which the cost prices of 
coa) were gotten by Mr. McAllister.

against a subfect so important to the world’s welfare.” 

It is-profoundly regrettable. It endangers all the 
fruits of victory over German militarism. It endan- 
gers the world’s peace and the.civilization which has 
been built up in centuries of struggle against greed 
for land and lust for power. 

It is freely admitted that Mr. Wilson has made mis- 
takes in connection with the peace treaty; that he 
ought not to have appealed to partisanship in his ad- 
dress to the country before the late election; that he 
ought to have had able Republican representation on 
his peace delegation; that he should have been frank- 
er and more considerate in his dealings with the 
Senate. But Mr. Wilson’s mistakes have nothing to 
do with the merits of the peace treaty or the peace 
covénant. They should be considered wholly apart 
from the President’s personal conduct. 

If the President is to be puntshed, his punishment 
should not be effected by the destruction of a peace 
treaty which is the fruit of months of labor at the 
peace table and which is vitally important, not alone 
tc our welfare, but to that of mankind and the prog- 
ress of civilization. He ought not to be punished 
at a sacrifice of all the fruits of a war of unparalleled 
cost in blood and treasure and human misery. 

Animosity is exposed in the majority report of

‘Cumber excoriates calmly and sweepingly in con- 


demnatory language that has hardly been equaled 
by any Democratic supporter of the League.

An advertising company which has enjoyed a very 
profitable contract with the United Railways has been 
denied an injunction by which it sought to restrain 
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mine run coal, without selling cost. The 
selling cost to the wholesale companies 
averages. in the neighborhood of lic per 
ton, which was allowed by the United 
States Fuel Administration. This would 
raise the cost of mine run coal at the 
mine to $2.07. Mine run coal is unpre- 
pared coal, containing about one-half 
slack and is an unsuitable coal! for do- 
mestic use and a coal that none of the 
dealers quote or handle, as it is unfit for 
domestic use. Before this mine run-coal’ 
is offered to the public, the by-products 
of slack have to be removed. These by- 
products, amounting to over 40 per cent 
of the output, are sold at way below the 
mine run cost on the average and con- 
sequently the price on lump and prepared 
sizes has to be proportionately advanced 
in order to make the average realization 
the amount of the cost of producing 
mine run. 

The grade of coal produced in the Dis- 
trict investigated by Mr. McAllister, 
known .as the Fifth and Ninth Standard 
District, is being quoted by the dealers 
in St. Louis today at $5 per ton delivered, 
just $1.50 leas than quoted in the Post- 
Dispatch. Not only is there not 375 per 
cent profit to the coal trade under pres- 
ent prices, but the coal! sold at this price 
by the dealers is not remunerative, and 
every ton sold on the current market 
quotation represents a slight loss. 

These few figures wil) show just what 
a fabulous profit the coal trade is mak- 
ing. The present cost of prodycing coal, 
including selling expense, is in the neigh- 
borhood of $2.07. The present selling 
price on standard lump coal! is $2.50 per 
ton at the mines, showing a gross realiza- 
tien to the ¢oal operator of 43c, out of 
which comes the amount necessary to 
offset the loss on the by-products, over- 

interest charges and profit. To 

the $2.50 cost price at the mine for lump 
must be added $2%c freight, war 

tax of 3c per ton, unloading expense of 


the receiver from placing the contract with a com- 
petitor that offered $40,000 more a year for the con- 
cession. The Court upholds the receiver’s right to 
manage the United Railways for the best interests of 
his clients. The suggestion is made, however, that 
as a matter of equity, a new contract be entered into 
with the present concessionaire, but at an increased 
consideration of $16,000. 

“The receiver needs money badly,” reads. the 
Court’s opinion, “but not badly enough to do any- 
thing unfair.” 

The Post-Dispatch believes that public sentiment 
will approve the ruling and indorse the generous rec- 
ommendation. But comment may not end there. 
This advertising contract is another incident showing 
the incompetency with which the United Railways 
was mismanaged by its high-salaried officers and mis- 
directed by its confiding directorate. This one item 
alone shows a loss in revenue of $40,000 a year, or 
500,000 8-cent fares. 

We presume the present management is looking 
into other contracts. 


Alexander Baptiste, who has just died, was within 
a few weeks of his 102d birthday. Abstemious habits, 
regular exercise before breakfast, early to bed and 
early to rise—such was the regimen by which he ac- 
counted for his long life.

A passenger may ride on the United Railways under 
the new fare schedule for 8 cents. Or he may ride 
twice for 15 cents or seven times for 50 cents or 50 
times for $3.50. Four different rates for adults wil! 
prevail and four for children entitled to ride at half- 
fare. [f the Public Service Commissioners believed 
that some increase in rates was needed—and the 
opinion is strongly held that honest accounting meth- 
ods would show that none at all is needed—why did 
they grant eight different increases and substitute 
eight different. rates for the two formerly in force?

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THE MONDELL SOLDIER BILL 

As recommended for passage by the House Com- 
mittee on Public Lands of the Sixty-sixth Congress, 
the National Soldier Settlement Act, introduced by 
Congressman Mondell, is purely a colonization and 
land reclamation bill. As such, it has merit. It 
would provide immediate work at living wages for 
soldiers. If enough men took advantage of its pro- 
visions, large tracts of land would be reclaimed and 
made available for settlement. And the majority 
report of the committee calls attention to the fact 
that, under the provisions of the bill, some lands 
could be utilized that are already farmed.

THE GENTLEMEN’S AGREEMENT OF JULY. 
Work on half a dozen of the largest construction 
enterprises now in progress in St. Louis is halted by 
a strike of laborers, excavators, carpenters’ helpers 
and others. A flat rate of 75 cents an hour fs asked 
by men now receiving from 38 1-3 to 50 cents an hour. 
It is gratifying to learn that the officers of the Build- 
ing Trades Council did not give approval to the 
strike, the contracts specifying the present scale 
of wages having force until next March. 

During the week ending July 12 last a gentlemen's 
agreement between large contracting and financial 
interests of the city and union labor was announced. 
Its purpose was to prevent the almost prohibitive 
range of building costs from being added to by de- 


The agreement covered possible differences growing 
out of a variety of causes, from wage scales to those 
trivial disputes over union jurisdiction which in the 
past have led to strikes when one craftsman picked 
up a tool whose exclusive use was claimed by the 
members of another craft. 

With the courts making short work of utility con- 
tracts involving millions, perhaps it is not strange 
that workers hold more lightly than formerly the 
sanctity of contracts prescribing their tew dimes per 
hour. But if, with 8-cent fares impending these em- 
ployes in constructive operations regarded a reopen- 
ing of their wage contract imperative, why was not 
the necessity of a pay increase submitted to arbitra- 
tion? Is the fault with the workers or with their 
employers? 

The gentlemen's agreement provided that all dis- 
putes, even one of this seriousness, should be ad- 
justed without any cessation in work. That agree- 
ment should be kept inviolate. 
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THE PRESIDENT AT PARIS. 

The versatility of Woodrow Wilson at the peace 
conference trampled all the jnetes and bounds, ac- 
cording to the anti-league Senators. Now he is an 
austere and haughty figure surrounded by the bartbed- 
wire entanglements of his frigid unapproachability, 
scorning advice, déaf to suggestion, following only 
his own imperious will, his every whim an ultima- 
tum, his every whisper a fiat. Again, he is an un- 
sophisticated little lambkin, helpless among the gray, 
ravenous wolves of European diplomacy. 

Senator Lodge sees in the treaty only the handi- 
work of Woodrow Wilson, with never a hint of an- 
other chirography from the initial capital to the last 
wretched period. But Hiram Johnson transfixes the 
document with his glittering eyeglass and, behold, 
there is scarcely a scratch of the Wilsonian pen on 
the papyrus. In the Johnsonese of Hiram, the dam- 


nable charter is the collaborated product of Lloyd 
George's avarice, Clemenceau’s tigerish ferocity, Ital- 
ian duplicity and Japanese guile. 

In the searching gaze of the Massachusetts solon, 
Woodrow Wilson at Paris is a reincarnation of Met- 
ternich, reinforced with Bismarckian madness, plot- 
ting the structure of a super-state, himself on the 
throne, wielding the pan-terranean scepter. But 
California's native son perceives tn the President at 
Paris a visionary reminder of that credulous Aler- 
ander of Russia, who mumbled his formulas of peace 
and justice while Vienna danced and feasted and 
laughed at him a hundred sleeping years ago.

THE FEDERAL JUDGESHIP. 
Naturally, Judge Dyer. resents the delay of 
the Government in naming his successor; for de- 
lay implies to almost everyone with a mis- 
chievous sense of humor a plain conviction at 
Washington that the Judge himself was too hur- 
riedly appointed. We would resent it ourselves; 
but we believe we would be a little more indis- 
posed to express our resentment than the Judge 
seems to be. Of course, that really is not what 
is making the Government act so slowly this 
time; but people are bound toe make the point 
with more or less amusement. The trouble ac- 
tually is that the appointment is for life. Toa 
political lawyer—about the only kind that ever 
gets to the Federal bench—the opportunity to 
get in out of the storm into a port like this pre- 
sents so many allurements that the competition 
for the appointment is out of all proportion 
either to its importance to us or its value to the 
man who gets it. We understand that during 
the fight for this place a meeting of the Mis- 
souri delegation in Congress was called for the 
purpose of agreeing upon someone in that quar- 
ter. It broke up with everybody remaining true 
to the aspirant from his own district. Formerly 
it was easier than it is now to get a Federal 
judgeship filled. The difference is due to the un- 
settled nature of the present time. With almost 
nobody feeling quite sure where the morrow 
shall find him, almost everybody who ever prac- 
ticed law in the Democratic faith and the East- 
ern District of Missouri feels that it would be 
nice to have himself anchored for life to the 
Federal payroll. Somebody said Senator Reed 
decided to oppose the league of nations to keep 
from being driven mad by the contest for this 
judgeship in Missouri. The Senator’s friends 
have, therefore, tried to get it settled so he could 
be for the league. It is really a terrible thing, 
magnifying as it does the more dramatic fea- 
tures of the combat over the appointment of a 
Coal Oi] Inspector which shook Missouri to the 
core under a recent State administration. The 
league of nations covenant is careful to avoid 
domestic questions of this sort. They are the 
hardest nuts organized society has ever tried to 
crack. There is a great difference between the 
ordinary international problem with which a 
league of nations would have to deal and a fist 
fight among Titans.

tence of “severe arrest” no longer 
involved being tied up to a fixed 
object. 

No doubt this punishment was 
extraordinarly severe, and its ex- 
ecution should not be left to the 
juvenile and inexperienced com- 
pany commanders, but to abolish 
it altogether was fatal. The al- 
leviation may have been justifiable 
at the time, but now it proved dis- 
astrous. The frequent declarations 
of amnesty also had a bad influ- 
ence on the men. The Entente no 
doubt achieved more than we did 
with its considerably more severe 
punishment. This historic truth is 
well established. 

Other evils in connection with 
the administration of justice were 
also due to the long war. The 
judges had come to regard mili- 
tary offenses with a leniency 
which was often incomprehensible. 
A contributory cause of this was 
that the cases which had occurred 
at the front were not dealt with 
immediately by the unit, but fur- | 
ther in rear in quite different cir- | 
cumstances and after a_ certain | 
time had elapsed. | 

Offenders Sent to Front. 

It should have always been re- 
membered that there were many 
men in the army who deserved no 
mercy whatever; of this the num- 
erous deserters and skirmshankers 
are a melancholy proof. These 
people required severe punish- 
ment; that was demanded by the 
distress of our country, but also 
by consideration for those who 
were well conducted and brave. 

Thank God, the latter were al- 
ways in the vast majority. If one 
of these men forgot himself, the 
confirming officer always had it 
in his power by delaying punish- 
ment to make sufficient allowance 
for a special case. 

Many offenses were committed 
in order to escape regimental duty 
and fighting by undergoing pun- 
ishment.. We eventually took to 
forming punishment companies, 
which were employed on work in 
the front trenches. That is a sad 
I taiked it over with the 
War Minister. -He is responsible 
for the administration of justice in 
the army; general headquarters 
had nothing to do with it. 

Even in dealing with the army 
commanders all I could do was to 
point out and emphasize that the 
maintenance of discipline was the 
first essential. The commanding 
officers had to be instructed as 
to the powers and means of dis- 
pensing justice at their disposal. 
Ali army commanders were con- 
vinced of the iron necessity of ex- 
erting their influence accordingly. 

With that, all that could be 
done from outside was done; it 
now became the duty of the 
troops to display the strength re- 
quired to keep their discipline un- 
impaired. Here again all depend- 
ed upon the officer. And if the 
discipline in units became slack, 
the commanders are not without 
fault. 

Discontent from Home 

During this time, on the occa- 
sion of exercises, I had many 
conversations with officers of all 
ranks, and they all complained of 
the tired and discontented spirit 
which was being brought into the 
Army from home. The leave men 
had been exposed to the influence 
of agitators, and the new drafts 
had a bad influence on discipline.- 
All this was lowering the fighting 
value of the army. 

Among a number of drafts very 
serious irregularities had  oc- 
curred, particularly among those 
from Bavaria and the _ East. 
"aere were also strong complaints 
about the spirit of the men 
trained at the Belgian training 
camp of Beverloo (open mutinies 
at this camp were reported sev- 
eral times). , 

The units attached all the more 
importance to getting back to the 
greatest possible extent men who 
had already served in their ranks, 
and who belonged to them terri- 
torially. As far as possible I met 
their wishes, but could not always 
get it done. Afterwards I heard 
that somebody in an office at 
home had been systematically op- 
posing these measures. There 
were those who were working to 
undermine the army. 

I repeatedly spoke about the 
spirit of the people at home with 
the authorities concerned. In 
these days I was for the first time 
met with the reply that men were 
also returning from the army dis- 
contented and tired of war. 

They seemed surprised at this; 
but at some time or other the army 
was bound-to echo back what was 
so constantly being shouted into it 
from home; every part of the irmy 
at the front was bearing heavy 
burdens, heavier by far than ever 
the people at home did. 

Mass of Army Still Loyal.

“It Was 
Austria’s 
Diplo 


By ALFRED VON TIRPITZ. 
Grand Admiral of the German

‘ Ninth Installment. 

NGLAND had a sincere desire 
oe avert war in 1914. The 

Serbian issue would not have 
forced her to fight if there had 
not been greater things at stake. I 
will show my reasons for this 
statement later. 

First I want to describe the pre- 
war visit of Lord Haldane to 
Berlin—that visit which caused 
such a political storm in England 
and which is still a matter of 
mystery to. Germany. I never 
have been able to determine 
whether the offers which he made 
were flimsy attempts on the part 
of England to deter us from en- 
tering the conflict or whether 
they were merely the misdirected 
efforts of the British Secretary 
for war, made without sanction 
by his Government in the hopes 
that he could personally preserve 
peace by inducing his Government 
to indorse his offers. 

(As the British Government 
disavowed al) knowledge of Hal- 
dane’s efforts in Berlin, it is ob- 
vious that his mission was purely 
a self-appointed one.—LEditor’s 
Note.) 

At any rate, I characterize the 
cry of the Tories in England that 
Haldane was pro-German as un- 
founded and absurd. He is an 


able and extremely clever lawyer, | 


but one of those British statesmen 
who considered it easy to hood- 
wink our politicians. I must ad- 
mit that some of our performers 
might even seem to justify this be- 
lief on the part of the British. 

The Haldane conference as 
originally planned was to have 
taken place between him and my- 
self, but the Emperor, who wished 
to be present, received him. The 
audience was preceded by a 
luncheon at which the Emperor 
took the lead in the conversation 
and my role was little more than 
that of a witness. I continued to 
play that role throughout the con- 
ference which followed. 

Offered African Emptre. 

At the very. beginning of the 
conference, Haldane stated that he 
spoke with the sanction of the 
British Cabinet and with the con- 
sent of the King. He began by 
holding out to us the prospect of a 
magnificent African empire. This 
was not the first time that England 
had made colonial offers to us, but 
as late as January, 1914, the Em- 
peror had always regarded them 
with distrust. 

In the meantime, however, great 
pressure had been brought_to bear 
upon him and it had been ‘possible 
to excite his ambition by the pros- 
pect of acquiring extensive colo- 
nial possessions without his suffi- 
ciently considering the difficulties 
which lay in the way and the res- 
ervations which always hedged 
about what appeared to be tempt- 
ing offers. 

He also lost sight of the fact 
that the English were dispensing 
colonial possessions which they 
neither possessed nor had the 
slightest right to dispose of; yet 
their cunning offers could not help 
but flatter one with the Kaiser’s 
disposition and dim the eyes with 
which he looked upon the true sit- 
uation.

impression upon me. It was too 
crude, the design was too obvious. 
Once before, after 1898, England 
had attempted to lull our sense of 
her growing antagonism to Ger- 
many by an offer of the Portu- 
guese colonies in Africa, while at 
the same time they prompted the 
Portuguese not to sell them and 
secretly strengthened the hand of 
Portugal. 

Saw Germany as a Tributary 

State. 

Haldane’s feigned negotiations 
really offered a sugar-coated pill 
of subjection which would give us 
the semblance of a political agree- 
ment by which we would acquire 
certain colonies if in return we 
would become practically a tribu- 
tary state to England. 

In the face of his declaration at 
the opening of the conference that 
he spoke with the authority of the 
British Cabinet, when the audience 
was closed Haldane astoywnded us 
by stating that all which he had 
* proposed merely bore the charac- 
ter of a private inquiry. To our 


amazement we were told tater that - 


his visit to Berlin had been with- 
out sanction from his Government 
and that his political enemies were 
accusing him of pro-Germanism 
because of it. 

(Haldane’s visit to Berlin took 
on great political importance in 
Epgiand. It was commonly sup- 
posed that Haldane, then Secretary 
for War, went to Berlin on a mis- 
sion from the King and Cabinet. 
He spent a week in Berlin and not 
only met the Kaiser with Von Tir- 
pitz, as the latter recounts, but 
also had a conference with the 
Emperor in the presence of Beth- 
mann-Hollweg. <A fortnight after 
Haldane’s return to England, Ber- 
lin made a guarded inquiry 
through the German Ambassador 
im London as to the Cabinet’s deci- 
sion on 18..points which it was 
claimed had been urranged as a 
basis of negotiations in the Hal- 
dane conferences, and stating that 
Haldane had promised a_e reply 
from the British Cabinet within 
eight days. Berlin was informed, in 
answer to its inquiry, that neither 
the Cabinet nor the Foreign Min- 
ister could reply, as Haldane had 
been in Berlin without their 
knowledge or authority and that 
his mission had been self-assumed. 
Sir Edward Grey soon deprived 
Haldane of his war secretaryship 
by transferring him to the chan- 
cellorship:—Editor’s note.) 

Bethmann-Hollweg Blamed, 

Aside from this abortive attempt 
on the part of Lord Haldane, Great 
Britain did, however, strive to avert 
the outbreak of war over the 
Serbian question. It was Bethman- 
Hollweg’s mistaken policies and 
deliberate aggravation of the sit- 
uation which finally brought about 
the conflagration. 

Shortly after the opening of the 
Serbian incident England and the 
other members of the Entente 
urged Belgrade to yield tu the 


Austrian demands. This was known 
in Berlin as early as July 11, 1914. 
Bethmann-Hollweg knew it, and 
he held in his hands the means to 
unravel the entire situation, pre- 
Serve peace and increase Ger- 
many’s prestige. 

Instead of this he stupidly chose 
to see in the Entente efforts to 
avoid war over the Serbian issue 
an inability to make war, if not 
cowardice which would force them 
to avoid war at whatever cost to 
themselves. He thought the En- 
tente would remain passive no 
matter what our course in Serbia. 
Through Bethmann-Hollweg’s ef- 
forts the Austrian ultimatum was 
so highly peppered that, as Zim- 
mermann, the foreign undersecre- 
tary expressed it, Serbia could not 
swallow it. 

Zimmermann, Bethmann-Holl- 
weg and Von Jagow have all de- 
nied that they knew the contents 
of the Austrian ultimatum before 
it was dispatched. Nevertheless I 
am positive that the Chancellor 
knew the essentials of its contents 


_on July 13. He considered it dip- 


lomatic secretly to incite Austria 
and at the same time, in the eyes 
of Europe, appear to know noth- 
ing. This equivocation was not 
wholly unworthy, but it was dan- 
gerous. Bethmann-Hollweg was 
assuming that Vienna would not 
give way and that Europe would 
not see that it was we who struck 
the table with Austria’s fist. 

I felt from the first that the 
ultimatum would be unacceptable 
to Serbia and feared that it would 
result in a world war. I so wrote 
my deputy from Tarasp, where I! 
had gone on leave. I also saw that 
despite her efforts toinduce Serbia 
to yield, Great Britain would enter 
the war if the outbreak came. 
Bethmann-Hollweg’s premature 
declaration of war on France and 
Russia made this a certainty. 
Stupid Diplomacy Alienated Japan. 

It was this same stupid di- 
Plomacy which permitted Japan 
to be aligned agzinst us. I was 
at Grand Headquarters in Cob- 
lentz when TI learned of the Jap- 
anese ultimatum. It wiped out in 
a moment twenty years of suc- 
cessful activity, but the time was 
too late to do anything but go 
through with it the best we 
could. There was no possibility 
of striking Japan in a military 
sense. Our only hope was to de- 
rive a favorable adjustment of 
the affair through complete vic- 
tory over our European enemies. 

On the very day that Japan de- 
livered her ultimatum I had 
breakfast with the Emperor. Ob- 
livious of the political signifi- 
cance of events which were press- 
ing around us, he was even for- 
getful of the Japanese blow in his 
unbounded pleasure over the news 
from the seat of war. 

After the meal I walked about 
the garden with him for two 
hours. It was very warm and 
fortunately we walked slowly. I 
did everything within my power

to make him preserve a firm 
stand against those who were 
counselling him in policies of 
weakness and closing his eyes to 
our dangers by sounding with 
trumpets our victories in the 
field. 

His mind seemed incpable of 
grasping the true significance of 
the situation and of giving events 
their proper relative values. 

He declared that he was glad 
and proud that his six sons all 
were facing the enemy. 

I replied that this was indeed 
fitting and even necessary to up- 
hold the traditions of the Hohen- 
zollern dynasty, and congratu- 
lated him upon it.

It was evident that Italy could 
not much longer be held off from 
Austria. It had become certain 
that England was bringing hordes 
of troops from Asia, yet the Kai- 
ser chatted trivialities and was 
carried away by local successes. 

All would have gone well had we 
had an iron Chancellor or an old- 
time Kaiser. Think of those men 
of 1870—-those men of dignity and 
serious, relentless purpose, whose 
vision was as clear as crystal and 
who were capable both of weigh- 
ing decisions deliberately and of 
daring when they had decided 
upon their course. Think finally 
of the “Iron One” and compare 
him and the others with the lead- 
ers of today. 

With these men in mind, the 
victory-crazed Berlin of the early 
days of the war, when all was at 
stake, could not but make a sad 
contrast and fill a thinking man 
with fears for our safety. 

For one thing, the Kaiser de- 
serves full credit. He did not, in 
time of peace, allow the military 
machine to go to sleep in spite of 
the Imperial Chancellor, who was 
so fond of war-like gestures, but 
failed to have the will to back 
them up.

would not suit Germany’s war in- 
dustry everyone knew who was 
acquainted with Turkish business 
methods.

In 1915 and 1916 we had 
employed Georgian tirregulars in 
Armenia, though without success, 
on military questions, and In doing 
so had come in contact with influ- 
ential Georgians. I could only 
welcome this connection, as I did 
also Georgia's request for the pro- 
tection of the German empire. 

Move to Balk Turkey. 

, We thus acquired a means of 
getting at the raw materials of the 
Caucasus independently of Turkey, 
and of getting a hold on the work- 
ing of the T‘flis railway. The lat- 
ter was of decisive importance in 
any fighting in North Persia. and 
would give bette® results under a 
management influenced by us than 
under one in which the Turks 
shared. 

Finally, we must 
strengthen ourselves by raising 
Georgian troops, who might be 
used against England. Besides. we 
could never tell what difficulties 
we might have to meet from the 


endeavor to 


_ volunteer army commanded by 
Gen. Alexieff on the north of the 
Caucasus I therefore requested 
that the Imperial Chancellor 
would take Georgia's application 
into consideration. 

For other reasons also the Gov- 
ernment was inclined to a policy of 
encouraging Georgia. It was afraid 
of difficulties that might arise out 
of Turkey's attitude toward Bol- 
shevik Russia. The Imperial 
Chancellor strongly condemned the 
violent measures adopted by the 
Turks against the Christian Arme- 
nians. They were indeed @ grave 
blunder, and nothing could justify 
them. So, when the Georgian rep- 
resentatives came to Berlin with 
Gen. von Lossow in June, the Gov- 
ernment did not give them an un- 
compromising refusal.

army was enthusiastically confi- 
dent of victory. 

It has always been an article of 
my creed that army and people 
have but one body and one soul, 
and that the army cannot remain 
sound forever if the people is dis- 
eased. Really grave symptoms in 
the field army still came to my 
knowledge only- occasionally as 
before. As a whole, it was still 
orderly and disiplined, and after 
all, it had beaten the enemy. 

During the great events of the 
west, quiet had been maintained on 
the Italian and Macedonian fronts. 
They were merely a prolongation 
of the Western front, and formed 
a protection of our flanks, the 
Macedonian front at the same time 
protecting the flank of Austria- 
Hungary. The assistance we re- 
celved from the Austro-Hungarian 
artillery in the west was, owing to 
its supply of ammunition, insig- 
nificant. It went back after it had 
fired it off. 

The situation of the Austro+Hun- 
garian army in Italy had im- 
proved, inasmuch as several hun- 
dred thousand prisoners of war 
had rejoined it from Russia. The 
army had thus been strengthened, 
and felt equal to making an attack 
on the Italians. Gen. von Arz had 
sent officers to witness our attacks, 
and was kept informed of our tac- 
tical experiences. He intended to 
assume the offensive in the first 
half of June, that ts to say, soon 
after our attack on the Chemin des 
Dames. Thus, at the end of May 
and in the beginning of June there 
was to be a great combined effort 
against the Entente. 


‘Hoped for Austrian Victory. 

It would now have been possible 
to reinforce the German army in 
the west by a few Austro-Hunga- 
rian divisions, if the attack in Italy 
had been given up. But their fight- 
ing capacity could not be consid- 
ered sufficient for employment on 
the western front, and, as long as 
the Augtro-Hungarian general] 
headquarters at Baden was hon- 


estly working for an offensive in 
Italy, they could not be better en- 
gaged. 

A victory in Italy would relieve 
us just as much as it had done in 
the autumn of 1917; at the best it 
would draw off a part of the new 
American formations. This would 
be of more service than a mere re- 
inforcement of the western front 


by divisions of poor quality. If the - 


attack in Italy should prove unsuc- 
cessful, it would still be possible 
to zend a direct reinforcement to 
the west. 

The food situation of Austria 
and the Austro-Hungarian army 
was uncommonly serious. It had 
received its share of the Rumanian 
supply in advance and used it up, 
and was now extracting all it could 
get hold of from the wccupied por- 

tions of the Ukraine, needless to 
say, without any consideration. But 
even this did not suffice, and early 
in May Austria,being in great need, 
seized grain belonging to Germany, 
which was being forwarded us 
from Rumania, while it was in 
transit through the Dual Mon- 
archy. 

As we had already given help in 
February, this high-handed action 
therefore aroused considerable 
astonishment and indignation. But 
indignation was no use; we had to 
give again, which was the more 
annoying, as the horses on the 
western front depended for their 
meager corn ration on the Ru- 
manian supply. 

The Macedonian front continued 
quiet. The Bulgarian army had 
time for rest and training. But it 
could not be denied that since 
about March its spirit had visibly 
deteriorated owing to bad food and 
clothing. The irritation against 
Germany was cleverly fomented 
by hostile propaganda and by Bul- 
garians who favored the Entente. 
The peace of Bucharest and the 
withdrawal of a few German for- 
mations to the west added fresh 


fuel to it. , 
Cases of mutiny how far 


the process of corrosion had gone. 
General headquarters and the 
group headquarters of Gen. von 
Scholtz did all they could to help 
and to influence the Bulgarians. 
We gave them food, and the Prus- 
sian War Minister provided cloth- 
ing. We also complied with the 
wishes of Crown Prince’ Boris, 
who had visited the western front, 
and had asked for the removal of 
sundry batteries to be delayed. 

We impressed on the Bulgarian 
headquarters the need for prepar- 
ing reserves. It had put too many 
troops in the front line and kept 
back too few complete formations. 
Gradually, Gen. Jekov decided to 
follow our advice. This was facili- 
tated by transferring the troops in 
the Dobrudja to the Macedonian 
front, which, however, proceeded 
very slowly. On the enemy's side 
there now appeared royal Greek 
troops, in addition to the Venizel- 
ists. 

In Palestine the English had in 
March attacked across the Jordan, 
just north of the Red Sea, with the 
obvious intention of working 


‘round the left wing of the Turkish 


Army Group posted there, and of 
driving it off the Damascus rail- 
way. The English attack gained 
ground at first, but ended in de- 
feat, and they were driven back 
to the west bank of the Jordan. 


Unfortunately Gen. von Liman, 
who had in the meantime taken 
over in Palestine from Gen. von 
Falkenhayn, had not endugh 
troops to follow up. At the end 
of April the English repeated their 
attack, with the same result. At 
the end of the hot weather, which 


was now beginning, its continua-_ 


tion was to be expected, but by 
that time I hoped that the rein- 
forcement of the Palestine front, 
promised by Envey, would have 
been effected. 

In Armenia the Turks had 
begun their advance at the end of 
February. By the end of March 
they had cleared the Russians out 
of their territory, and by the end 
of Apri) they had the ter 


‘ritory of Kars and Batum allotted 
to them in the peace of Brest. But 
this was not the limit of their 
ambition; they contemplated ex- 
tending their influence in the 
Caucases. For this purpose they 
developed active propaganda 
among the Mohammedan popula- 
tion of Azerbijan, where Enver’s 
brother Nouri also appeared, in 
order to raise new formations. At 
the same time Turkey opened ne- 
gotiations with the Russian re- 
publics of Georgia, Azerbijan and 
Armenia, which were in process 
of formation on the south side of 
the Caucasus. By order of the 
German Imperial Government 
Gen. von Lossow went from Con- 
stantinople to attend these nego- 
tiations. 
Quarrel Over the Spoils. 

In themselves, I was able to as 
sent to Turkish measures, which 
were of service to the general 
scheme of the war. But the 
must not be allowed to divert Tur 
key from its proper military role, 
por impede our supply of raw ma- 
terials from the Caucasus, from 
which we anticipated very consid- 
erable alleviation. 

Enver’s task was to fight En- 
giand, in the first place on the Pal- 
estine front, as I pointed out to 
him repeatedly in clear-worded tel- 
e ms.

This was made 
more favorable by the railway line 
from Batum via Tiflis to Tabriz, 
In North Persia it was possible for 
the Turks to oppose the English 
with superior numbers. It would 
have been a real service to have 
raised the inhabitants of Azerbijan 
against them; and I should giadly 
have supported every effort direct+ 
ed to that end. | 

But Enver and the Turkish Gov+ 
ernment thought less of fighting 
England than of their Pan-Islami¢ 
aims in the Caucasus. And with 
these they combined a very mate+ 
rial object, namely, the lucrative 
exploitation of the raw materials to 
be obtained there.

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The Business of Home Making 


a‘ 
Easy Housework Through Right Home Con- 
struction. | 
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By MRS. CHRISTINE FREDERICK, 
Efficiency Expert. 
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F there is one factor more than 
Janoiner which will make house- 

keeping easy, that thing is rightly 
planned house construction. Con- 
sider, for a moment the awkward 
work which results because tne 
kitchen or some other room has 
four or five doors and windows. Do 


not my readers see the connection 
between a badly placed living room 
and unnecessary tracking through 
the house? 

In the home we may be contem- 
plating to build this fall, let us see 
how we can plan it in the most step- 
saving way. First, the more square 
the foundation of the house, the 
less fuel it will take to heat it, be- 
cause by windows, and _ irregular 
porches make the heating more cx- 
pensive. Again, no room must have 
more than two doors. I have known 
some kitchens with as many as five 
doors which were only a torture to 
work in. A kitchen does not need 
to have the back door opening 1i- 
rectly into it; this serves only to 
track mud into the kitchen, bring 
in cold air in the winter, and creste 
unnecessary draft. It is possible 
to have the kitchen rear door open 
into an area connecting with the 
small hallway on which the kitchen 
door proper opens. That is, there 
can be one door from

connecting with the dining room 
and also the rear porch. 

Another great mistake, is to have 
a wide, open living room, with stairs 
from the second floor leading down 
into it. We are all familiar with 
that house where it is impossible to 
sweep any upstairs bedrooms or 
hall without allowing clouds of dust 
to be blown down to the first floor. 
Generally, too, such a living room 
is so located that it must be crossed 
every time the bell is answered or 
as people pass from the dining room 
out. The only result of such an 
arrangement is to make ,~& great 
deal of extra house cleaning. 

In any house designed where 
there are children there should al- 
ways be a downstairs lavatory, clothes 
closet and utility bench. This can 
well be located in the rear first floor

PLAYER who has not been in

He is Eddie 
Murphy, an outfielder, who, dur- 
ing the past campaign, has devel- 
oped into one of the best pinch- 
hitters in baseball. Murphy’s aver- 
age as a pinch-batter is .474. 

The pinch hitter has had his day, 
in the past. A notable instance is 
recalled in the case of Olaf Hen- 
drickson of the Boston Red Sox, 
1912. 

The Red Sox and the Giants 
were battling in the final game of 
a wonderful series, \-hich had re- 
sulted in three victories for each 
team, and one unfinished contest 
that had ended in a 6-6 tie. The 
eighth game was being played, an 
extra contest having been _ren- 
dered necessary to decide the is- 
sue. 

It was the greatest series, meas- 
ured by popular interest, money 
and closeness, in the history of 
the event. It also proved that 
pitching CAN be beaten, since the 
wonderful Mathewson hurled three 
mighty games, losing twice and 
tieing once. 

In his final effort, in the seventh 
inning, with Bedient opposing him, 
the Giants were leading 1—0. The 
“break” and a pinch hitter, Olaf 
Hendrickson, both appeared, at 
this stage. Two men were down 
when a pop fly by Jake Stahl fell 
between Murray, Fletcher and 
Snodgrass. Jake was safe. Wag- 
ner walked and Stahl sent Hen- 
drickson to bat for Bedient. 

Hendrickson caught a fast one 
Squarely and whanged it down 
the third base line for a drive that 
scored Stahl with the tieing run. 
As the final score was 3 to 2 for 
the Red Sox, it was the run that 
eventually decided the game and 
Saved his teammates $30,000.

probable, that just such an emer- 
gency in the coming series may 
see Murphy sent to the plate un- 
der similar nerve-wracking condi- 
tions. 

Gleason has called upon Mur- 
phy to “start something” in 23 
games this season, and on 183 oc- 
casions he has come through. Nine 
times he rapped out a “safety,” 
while on four trips to the plate he 
drew a pass. One of his pinch- 


hits was a double, against Walter 
Johnson, in a game with the Na- 
tionals, on Aug. 9. 

The last eight times Murphy has 
been called upon as a batter by 
the American League leader’s man- 
ager he has landed on first base 
seven times—five times through 
safeties and on two occasions by 
working the pitcher for a base on 
balls. His lone failure came 
against: Elmer Myers of Cleveland. 
Murphy is a southpaw batter, and 
all his pinch safeties have been off 
right-handed pitchers. 

Figured in Three World’s Series. 

Murphy, if he is.used by Glea- 
son in the (probable) series with 
the Reds, will not be new to 
world’s championship battling. He 
has three times received a slice of 
the melon-—twice with the Athlet- 
ics and in 1917 with the White 
Sox. 

lIiowever, in his past games with 
the world title at stake, Murphy 
‘has not set the world on fire. Jn 
1913, playing with the Athletics 
against the Giants, Murphy made 
five hits in 22 trips to the plate, 
for an average of .228. In 1914, 
against the Braves, he made only 
three hits in 16 trips to the plate, , 
for a .188 mark. When the White 
Sox played the Giants in 1917, 
Murphy did not break into the 
line-up. 

When the 1919 campaign 
opened, Murphy did not want to 
join the White Sox. However, 
“Kid"’ Gleason saw to it that he 
reported. Gleason knew Murphy’s 
ability as a pinch-hitter, and for 
that reason kept him around. Mur- 
phy today would be a regular but 
for the fine work of Nemo Leibold 
and John Collins, who alternate 
against right and left handed 
pitches.
